William Hill, sr M an old and well- 
known resident of tbla^Uce, met with a 
serious and perhaps fatal accident at the 
Broad Street station of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad In 
Newark yesterday m »ruing. The nine 
o'clock train from New York, which ar¬ 
rives at Newark at 9.33, bad started to 
pull out of the station and was under 
fair headway when a man was seeu to 
rust hurriedly out of the car and jqinp 
from the platform. In another Instant 
tbe bystanders and passengers awaiting 
ulher trains were horrified to see the 
wau dragged along the platform for 
shout a dozen feet and then fall under 
tfie wheels of tbe rapidly moving train. 

As soon aa tbe last car had passed 
dozens of willing hands sprang forward 
to assist tbe unfortunate man. When 
they reached him It was found that he 
was still alive hut frightfully injured, 
aud it was apparent that he had ouly a 
short time to live. 

A stretcher was procured and the In¬ 
jured man was tenderly placed upon It 
nod t arried Into tbe baggage room. He 
was bleeding freely from his wounds. 
The w heels pf the train had passed over 
hi* left leg, mangling it terribly below 
the knee ami breaking the bones. Tbe 
left hand had also been run over aud was 
iuA*he*l almost to a jelly. The shoe bail 
Wen torn froiu hi* right foot and all 
that remained of tbe f»*»t was a mass of 
broken bones, the stocking and flesh 
keviug been torn .completely off and 
j{rouud up iuto a pulp. He also had a 
deep cut on his forehead and another 
huie in Ihftjulddle of the top of his head. 
His face anti head were covered with 
MihhI aud the hair was so matted a* to 
make It aliuosf impossible to ascertain 
the ekteut id the injuriesatamt the head. 
Several of the men in the employ of the

the Injured man as an employee of the 
r«iin«d coiupaay, although none of them 
knew bis uaiue. When his clothing was 
marched fur some clew to his Identity, 
tbe only thing that could throw any 
ligtit on the mystery was a railroad pass 
issued to W. Hill and good for passage 
'Wisreu Hoboken and Bloomfleld. 

It w as learned later that the u^fortun- 
kte tuan was William Hill, sr ,j)t Btoom- 
dffia. father of William Hill, tbe well- 
kttuwu meat dealer of Montgomery ave¬ 
nue. The elder Mr. HilLis an Inspector 
nftar seats and is in tbe employ of the 
U-iaware, Lackawanna A Western Rail- 
:••».! un pier No. 12, Hoboken. He was 
i>o bis way from Hoboken to bit borne 
tun illuming oo Cooduetor Brown’s train 
wtrt. ii goes to Orange. This train leaves 
Ntrwaik at 9 33 aud the train f«»r 
bUtiufleld leaves at * :53. Mr. Hill dis- 
o»*trrrd hts mistake just aa the trala 
»m drawing out and jumped off the 
Uaiu while it was in motion.

Hoffman was taken be¬ 
fore Justice Hall, who oom at (tied him to 
the County Jail for three months in de¬ 
fault ot $25 fine. 

The man came to Mr. pay's residence 
some time ago aud atated that he had 
just been released from the penitentiary, 
but that he was arrested for doing noth¬ 
ing. He said he had no home and would 
like to do chores about tbe place la re¬ 
turn for hls'board. Mr. Day took pity 
on the nitgt and agreed to care for him. 
Hoffman became very religious, and 
would kneel down in the barn and pray 
for hour* at the top of his voice, 
frightening passers-by who did not 
know what he was doing: It is probable 
that his sanity will be inquired into. 

Officer Smith says that during the 
many years he has dealt with crtmluala 
this is the first time he has received a 
blow from one of them.

Puorm&8ter C. L. Voorhees says that 
the y |oor department expenses for the 
past year will be about tbe same as the 
preceding yeaf, $4,200. The Poor- 
master has been called on frequently 
during the year; to help defray the ex- 
Pffffsea of burial. Two people have died 
at the poor house 'durtffg the year, 
Hiram Jeokin and a man named Morton. 
The poor houae is still In oharge of Un. 
Brandt, formerly Mrs. Sim cox. Mr. 
Voorhees says she makes an efficient 
and economical matron. 

In regard to the poor farm, about 
which there has been considerable talk, 
Mr. Voorhees says that It is absurd to 
talk about deriving a revenue fiom it. 
The ground on which the poor hojpe Is 
located, he says, comprises about four 
acres. It Is rough land and divided by 
a stream wdlch winds through it. Only 
about one acre of the ground is tillable. 
Some years it rents for about ten dol¬ 
lars. This year no revenue has been 
derived from It owing to an unfortunate 
circumstance. Mr. Voorhees had calcu¬ 
lated oo having the ground planted and 
attended to by Hiram Jenkins, an Inmate 
of the poor house. Jenkins died, and 
the plan had to be abandoned. 

M». Voorhees Invites Inspection of the 
poor house at any time, and would be 
glad to see an Interest manifested In Its 
affairs and its Inmates. The manage¬ 
ment of the poor department In a town¬ 
ship like this requires considerable tact. 
The demands on the poormaster are 
greater than is probably realized by tbe 
geueral public. Mr. Voorhees has en¬ 
deavored to do the right and proper 
thiug In every case, and if he has erred 
at times. It has l>een on the side of 
charity.

Montclair firemen choose their Chief 
Engineer by ballot, and there has been 
some talk among the firemen In this 
town qt petitioning the Township Com- 
in it tee to accord a similar privilege to 
them. The matter was brought up and 
discussed in a recent meeting of Active 
Hose Company No. 2, but no vote was 
taken. It was the uosnimous sentiment 
that if the Town Committee preferred to 
retain the appointing power that Chlaf 
Engineer Johnson was the right man In 
the right place, and bis reappointment 
would meet with favor. 

A member of tb^Ftre Department wbo 
le not a member of Active Hose Com¬ 
pany said In regard to tbe matter of the 
election of a Chief by the members of 
the department that It would perhaps 
be a proper thing to do providing no 
salary was attached to the position. 
There Is a salary, however, and as the 
Committee have to approve of its pay¬ 
ment, the retaining of the appointing 
power Is perhaps the wisest course to 
pursue. 

Another fireman said that he was op¬ 
posed to the elective method, for two 
or three shrewd men in the department 
would manipulate the wires and control 
the election.
